Of what use, our corres- 
pendent asks, to cavil at Ministers if mer- 
chants, who shrank while shot and shell 
rifled their godowns, and swore grimly as 
they dragged their choicest bales of wool 
and skins from their store- houses to make 
barricades, only two years ago, can now 
don morning coat and bell topper to ‘drink 
long life to the woman who pulled the string 
in 1900, and” dives but .to pull it again! 
Truly fashion is a fickle jade and men 
are her slaves! If one had stood firm 
and had the. temerity to ventilate his’ 
true opinion, dozen: would have fal- 
Jowed, In their heart of hearts if they 
“stopped to think what they were doing 


‘Tientsinners ‘were doubtless .a bit ashamed: 


of themselves, and a great many ‘managed 
not to"yo, and so ,much to their honour, 
‘This perpetual feasting * is: getting not only 
monotonous, but suspiciows. A certain 
amdunt of social intercourse with the 
object of créaling a better mutual under- 
standing is all very well.
